Variously he was said to be aboard 
a warship bound for Shanghai, a cap- 
tive on the Chinese armored cruiser 
Haichi and ,a free agent awaiting the 
gathering of his troops from their 
scattered expeditions in Kiangsi for 
an attempt to retake Canton from 
Chen Chiung Ming, his former mili- 
tary official, who held it in behalf of 
the Peking government. 


But Thursday definite word is at 


hand to show that the second of these 
is true. 
Sun, though a prisoner, is 


by no means dishonored. 
The pro- 


visional government set up in Can- 
ton in its first official act decided that 
he should be permitted to resign, in- 
stead of being expelled 
from 
his 


presidential office and that he should 
be granted a safe conduct 
to 
go 


abroad or to Peking as he .chose.
